Determined 
Waymore 
Service owner 
shrugs off fire

Kick Way is in good spirits, despite the fact that his 
shop, Wayntore Service, caught fire on the evening of 
Monday, Oct. 15. 

The building itself is still standing, hut the smoke 
damage i*- extensive, and Way said that many of his 
electronics were destroyed among other things such as 
the engine hoists. 

“I think I’m taking it fairly well,” said Way. “It’s just 
one of those things. 1 mean...we just have to keep 
going. You can’t just give up and walk away." 

“It’d be nice to say ‘the heck with it’, but no, I’m excit¬ 
ed about the chance to do something different, make it 
better.” 

He noted that he will be taking the opportunity to 
renovate the shop a little bit, change up the front count¬ 
er area, and make the layout more efficient. 

In the meantime, two of his apprentice mechanics 
will he returning to school to upgrade their tickets.

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“So hopefully we'll be back up and running when 
they’re done school, or at least close." 

He said the money in the cash register was damaged 
by heat, as well as many other things, and though the 
front counter portion of the shop was covered with 
soot, his records are safe. 

However, the interior of the garage portion of the 
shop is a different story. The dry wall near where the 
fire started was nearly gone, and there were two holes 
in the roof that were cut by the firefighters during the 
blaze. Soot also covered every inch of the garage, 
including two restored vehicles that were in the shop at 
the time. 

Way's personal restoration project, a '55 Chevrolet 
Bel Air, was near where the fire started. Though it does¬ 
n’t appear to be critically damaged, the paint peeled 
badly, and a new tail light, which he had recently 
installed, needs to be replaced again. 

Way noted that the scrapyard is still operating, and 
though he can’t do much in the shop, he is still open for 
business. The shop is still stripping scrap vehicles for 
parts and Waymore’s towing operation is still going.

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He was still waiting late last week to hear back from 
the insurance company, but he is hoping the shop will 
be up and running within two to three months. 

“We’re ready to get going and we can’t do anything till 
they give us the go-ahead,” he said, “and until we know 
what they’re willing to pay for and what they don’t 
want to pay for. You know, it’s hard to spend money 
when you don’t know how much you’ve got to spend to 
fix the place." 

The insurance company usually waits on the provin¬ 
cial fire inspector, according to Cpl. Warren Wright of 
the Didsbury RCMP. 

“What he does," said Wright, “is investigate the scene 
for the cause and origin of fires. If he determines it’s 
suspicious, he'll turn over the investigation to the 


vested parties.” 

Wright noted that it is a routine procedure to have a 
fire inspector in to examine a fire scene. When the 
investigator has finished the report, added Wright, he 
will then advise the involved parties of the results. 

Way noted that he will be taking care of the holes in 
the roof right away, and the plumber was slated to 
come in last Friday. 

“The fire department did a hell of a job putting the 
fire down," noted Way, “and Personal Electric came in 
and had power in for us right away. 

“We have just been overwhelmed with people offer¬ 
ing to help. You wouldn't believe how many phone calls 
we've had. It makes you feel good." 

Fire Chief Pat Dodman of the Didsbury Fire 


Department, said that there were three fire depart¬ 
ments that responded in total, including Olds and 
Carstairs. 

“Our crew went in and knocked down the fire 
between the three departments," said Dodman. “We 
had about 25 firefighters and there was seven trucks.” 

He said because of the quick thinking of one firefight¬ 
er who actually works at Waymore Services, they were 
able to unlock the fence to the yard and get right in 
beside the building so they could cut holes in the roof 
and put out the fire. 

“The manager of Subway actually found out (about 
the fire),” he added, “and he made subs for all the guys 
that were on scene and just dropped them off and 
donated them."

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Council-resident discussion

The open-forum discus¬ 
sion put on hy (own coun¬ 
cil last week didn’t attract 
as many people as organiz¬ 
ers had hoped, hut the 
group of about 24 people 
that did come out engaged 
in discussion about the 
town’s strategic plan. 

Attendees had the oppor¬ 
tunity to voice their opin¬ 
ions on the 2011-2013 plan, 
and were also informed by 
council as to what steps 
art* being, and have been 
taken, to complete the 
goals set out in the fall of 
2010. 

One woman who attend¬ 
ed said that it was the most 
informative session she has 
ever had regarding the 
town. 

Coun. Kay Anderson said 
“I think there’s a lot lost in 
translation between coun¬ 
cils and the people...I feel 
everyone else needs to be 
more involved, otherwise 
we’re going to have that 
separation there.” 

The meeting came about 
after a report card was 
released which highlighted 
how town council was pro¬ 
gressing in accomplishing 
its goals. 

To summarize, council 
was graded based on the 
goals contained in the 
strategic plan, which then 
determined the overall 
grade for the given ‘sub¬ 
ject.’ 

They scored an ‘A’ 
in “Corporate Accounta¬ 
bility;” a ‘C-’ in 
“Encouraging Economic 
Development and Fiscal 
Accountability;" a ‘C-’ in 


“Building Community;” and 
a B+’ in “Communicating 
with Our Community 
Partners.” 

During the meeting, 
council went over each of 
the goals set out in the 
strategic plan, what they 
had accomplished, and 
what they were planning to 
do during their remaining 
time in office. A municipal 
election is scheduled for 
October 2013. 

As the group moved 
through each goal, resi¬ 
dents were allowed to ask 
questions of the council, 
which sat at the front of the 
room. A moderator was on 
hand to keep conversations 
orderly. 

Mayor Wittal answered 
one inquirer that the num¬ 
ber 1 priority for council is, 
and always has been, the 
sewer lagoon upgrades, 
which recently got a kick- 
start from the provincial 
government in the form of 
a near $(>.2 million grant. 

He noted that once the 
lagoon is upgraded, the 
town can start expanding 
both commercially and res¬ 
ident ially. 

Another topic of conver¬ 
sation involved Shantz 
Crossing, because some 
people are concerned 
about how much money is 
being spent on it. 

Wittal stated in a recent 
interview that Shantz has 
actually been financed at 
prime, and payments only 
have to be made when the 
completed lots are pur¬ 
chased. This, he said, is a 
reason why the town went 
forward with the project. 

He said at the forum that 
the town may not make 


hack all of the money being 
invested in the project at 
first. However, he indicated 
that the long-term tax base 
it will provide is the most 
important aspect. 

Attendees also had a 
chance to discuss the state 
of business health in the 
town and what council is 
doing about it. 

Miki Town was also an 
item of contention, and 
many residents voiced 
their opinions that they 
don’t think pursuing a rela¬ 
tionship with a Japanese 
city is a just cause, consid¬ 
ering the costs. 

Mayor Wittal noted there 
is some potential with busi¬ 
ness as far as Miki town 
goes. He said that 
researchers in Miki Town 
are studying a special sugar 
and are considering bring¬ 
ing that technology to 
North America. 

One resident asked, 
because it was such an 
informative session, why 
the town doesn’t do it more 
often. 

Coun. Peter Versluys said 
that the half hour prior to 
Committee of the Whole 
meetings is reserved for 
residents to bring issues 
and concerns forward, and 
also said that residents are 
allowed to be part of the 
committees commissioned 
by the town. 

Wittal said, regarding 
the low level of atten¬ 
dance, “You’re never going 
to get everybody, and if 
that’s your goal, then 
you’re just going to be 
frustrated. But if you can 
get some and you can get 
some positive (feedback), 
then go for it.”

Town doing better, say new projections

The last time the town released its budget projections, 
it seemed like the Town of Didsbury was going to breaeh 
its debt ceiling of $13 million in 2013. 

That has since changed, and Mayor Brian Wittal wanted 
to make sure that residents are aware of why exactly the 
story has changed so quickly. 

For the year of 2012, the town’s debt is close to $8.5 mil¬ 
lion, and for 2013, according to projections, the debt will 
peak around $9.5 million, but be paid bac k at an average 
of $800,000 per year, for the next six years, according to 
Nita Bartholow. 

ll may seem misleading at first. However, Wittal said 
that one of the main reasons is that the provincial govern¬ 
ment has agreed to give the tow n a grant of about $6.2 mil¬ 
lion to kick-start the sewer lagoon project. 

Because the initial budget documents included the 
Town of Didsbury pitc hing in the initial funding, the new 
budget is radically different, because the provincial grants 
will pay for the first portion of the project. 

Along with the much-debated Shantz Crossing, council 
has been putting money into many things, often taking on 
debt to fund the projects. 

Wittal said that, in many cases, this comes down to 
spending money at the right time. 

“It’s managing it smartly," said Wittal. “As long as you 
can manage and pay your debt, how’s the best way to use 
that debt to its maximum potential? When interest rates 
are low, should you be taking your debt limit right to the 
roof and utilizing it? Possibly." 

He said it is key to make sure there is wiggle room, in 
case something big that requires immediate attention 
does pop up, but he said the situation needs to be exam¬ 
ined from a future-cost perspective. 

“Things are quiet right now,” he noted. “And now’s the 
time you can get good deals building things, as far as costs 
and everything else. 

“Do you do it now, or do you wait a couple years, see 
what’s going to happen with the economy, and then step 
into it with everybody else and pay twice as much as you 
would have previously?” 

He noted that same situation happened with the road 
replacement between AG Foods and the Mountain View 
Credit Union. The town waited too long to put out tenders 
for the work, said Wittal, and it ended up costing nearly a 
million dollars per block to rehabilitate the section of

All of these' factors play into it, he* said, and though 
there is guesswork involved, when the economy goes up, 
prices follow closely behind. 

“You’re guessing as to what may happen, hut we’re see¬ 
ing it now, the prices of things going forward." 

He noted that it’s a good thing the town tendered for the 
sewer lagoon when it did, because the* contract has 
already been written up and agreed to, so the 1 relatively 
low cost they snagged to do the work is locked in. 

A year from now, he said, contractors will probably be 
charging double what they did on that particular contract, 
for the exact same thing. 

“That’s free market. So council is trying to smart-man- 
age our money around that, and a lot of it has got to do 
with things like timing. When you stop into these things? 
When you’re getting bang for your buck. 

“We’re trying to take your money and trying to use it the 
best we can,” said Wittal. “If council can take your tax dol¬ 
lar and get a grant fund to get another dollar to match it, 
like for the sewer lagoons, hey, we just turned that one 
dollar into two. 

“If it means we have to borrow funds for that...would 
you not do that?”

Bullying solutions 
must include making 
bullies pay 

The recent tragic death of 
Amanda Todd - a B.C. teen 
who committed suicide follow¬ 
ing physical abuse and Internet 
intimidation - has highlighted 
the need for new solutions to 
the modern-day bullying that 
continues to impact communi¬ 
ties across Canada, including 
right here in West Central 
Alberta 

Todd took her own life after 
posting an Internet video high¬ 
lighting her plight. The video 
has garnered worldwide media attention, prompting 
debate and discussion at the national, provincial and 
local level. 

Finding ways to stop bullying has been something 
stakeholders have been st niggling with for many 
years. 

In the past, schoolyard bullying was simply a mat¬ 
ter of catching the bully or bullies in the act and con¬ 
fronting them face to face about their actions. 

Today the phenomenal growth of email and other 
social media particularly by yoimg people, has cre¬ 
ated new avenues for bullies to operate behind a vir¬ 
tual screen of anonymity. 

It’s time for new anti-bullying strategies to meet 
the new generation of bullies. 

As the school level, the Alberta liberals have 
come up with one good solution - stop tolerating 
bullies altogether. 

“A message needs to be sent to bullies - this kind 
of behaviour is unacceptable and Albertans won’t 
tolerate it,” says liberal education critic Kent I lehr. 
“All too often the focus seems to fall on the victim. 
Let’s flip it around and make sure that every school- 
yard bully knows that we have a zero tolerance pol¬ 
icy for any type of bullying.” 

At the national level, MP Dany Morin has put for¬ 
ward a private member’s bill calling for a national 
anti-bullying strategy. 

“It's a problem that's national and that's unfortu¬ 
nately growing,” Morin told the House of Commons. 
“Yes, I was bullied when I was young, except that in 
my time there was no Facebook or social media” 

MPs of all stripes should be encouraged to follow 
Morin’s lead and bring forward a national strategy 
aimed at ending bullying. 

At the community level, ordinary citizens should 
be encouraged to follow the lead of the Alberta 
mom who recently helped track down an Ontario 
man who posted hateful comments following 
Amanda Todd’s death - leading to the man’s inune- 
diate termination from his job. 

Whether it is face to face or through social media, 
bullying is a dangerous crime that destroys the lives 
of innocent people, including vulnerable youngsters 
such as Amanda Todd. 

As such, it’s high t ime for the former message that 
“Bullying Isn’t right so please don’t do it” to be 
replaced with a new message: “If you bully, you’ll 
pay hard for it.”

The other Cuban Missile Crisis

This month is the 50th anniversary 
of the Cuban Missile Crisis (16-28 
October, 1962), so we’re going to 
hear a great deal about the weeks 
when the world almost died. But the 
past is a foreign country, a place 
where everything was in black-and- 
white and men still wore hats, so it’s 
just scary stories about a long-gone 
time. Or so it seems. 

The outlines of the tale are well 
known. Soviet Premier Khrushchev 
moved Soviet nuclear missiles to 
Cuba in October, 1962, to deter the 
United States from attacking the 
island - but from Cuba the Soviet 
missiles would be only five minutes 
away from their targets in the United 
States. That was int olerable to the US 
military, and on 22 October President 
John Kennedy went on television and 
warned the American public of the 
risk of nuclear war. 

He then declared a naval blockade 
of Cuba, saying that he would stop 
Soviet ships carrying further missiles 
from reaching Cuba by force if neces¬ 
sary. That would mean war, almost 
certainly nuclear war, but at least the 
blockade gave the Russians time to 
think. 

The Soviet leaders were now terri¬ 
fied by the potential consequences of 


their own actions, and looking for a 
way out of the crisis. 

So after a few harrowing days a 
deal was done in which the Soviet 
SS-4 missiles would be withdrawn 
from Cuba in return for a public 
promise by the United States not to 
invade Cuba. 

The crisis was officially over by 
Oct. 28. 

There is something missing front 
this narrative, however. The crisis 
did not really end on 28 October. A 
new book by Sergo Mikoyan, “The 
Soviet Cuban Missile Crisis: Castro, 
Mikoyan, Kennedy, Khrushchev, and 
the Missiles of November”, reveals 
that it extended all the way through 
November. 

US intelligence was unaware that 
along with the SS-4s, the Soviet 
Union sent more than a hundred 
shorter-range “tactical” nuclear mis¬ 
siles to Cuba. 

Fidel Castro was in a rage about 
having been abandoned by his Soviet 
allies, so to mollify him Khrushchev 
decided to let him keep the tactical 
missiles. 

But giving Fidel Castro a hundred 
nuclear weapons was a recipe for a 
new and even bigger crisis in a year 
or two, and Khrushchev’s deputy, 
Anastas Mikoyan, who was sent to 
Cuba to tell Castro the news, quickly 


realized that it was madness. 

The second half of the crisis, invis¬ 
ible to the Americans, was a month¬ 
long struggle by Mikoyan to pry 
Castro’s fingers off the hundred tacti¬ 
cal nuclear missiles. In the end, he 
only succeeded by telling Castro that 
an unpublished (and in fact non-exis¬ 
tent) law forbade the transfer of 
Soviet nuclear weapons to a foreign 
country. In December, they were 
finally crated up and sent home. 

So it all ended happily - but the 
whole world could have ended 
instead. 

As Robert McNamara, Kennedy’s 
defence secretary in 1962, said 40 
years later, “we were just plain 
lucky in October 1962 - and without 
that luck most of you would never 
have been born because the world 
would have been destroyed instant¬ 
ly or made unlivable in October 
1962.” 

Then he said the bit that applies to 
us. “Something like that could hap¬ 
pen today, tomorrow, next year. It 
will happen at some point. That is 
why we must abolish nuclear 
weapons as soon as possible.” They 
are still there, you know, and human 
beings still make mistakes.

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RCMP notice an increase in 
employment scam activity

Didsbury RCMP say they 
are seeing a spike in online 
seam activity in the area ;uul 
are urging employment seek¬ 
ers to remain \igilant while 
job hunting online. 

Recently an individual 
came forward to RCMP, as 
the victim of an online secret 
shopper employment scam. 

Businesses across Canada 
use mystery shopping to 
monitor service quality and 
many of those services 
advertise online for employ¬ 
ees. hi this particular scam, 
Sgt. Jeff Jacobson said the 
IH'rson answering the ad Is 
sent a cheque or money 
order for them to use in their 
shopping evaluations. 

The individual will then lx> 
told to cash the cheque and 
to deduct a percentage as 
their wage and then “evalu¬ 
ate” a specified service 
liefore sending the remain¬ 
der of the fluids back to the 
“employer” via a cash money 
transfer through a service 
like Western Union or Money 
Mart. 

Jacobson says the original 
cheque the individual 
receives is fraudulent and 
connected to no sources of 
money and that the scam Is a 
way of converting fraudulent 
cheques and money orders 
into cash, quickly and easily. 


The most recent secret 
shopper victim lost $1,300 
before alerting police to the 
suspicious activity. 

Jacobson says there may lie 
little chance of recovering 
those lost fluids and that in 
most cases there is nothing 
the victim can do once the 
money Is sent. 

“Often the money is wired 
or shipped out of the coun¬ 
try, making it difficult to 
trace,” he says. 

Transfer services are 
aware of fraudulent activity, 
and do take steps to try and 
prevent it but he says tliat 
quite often the jierson on the 
other end is naming with 
fake identification and a fake 
name. 

He says most people who 
fall victim to this kind of 
crime answered an online ad 
looking for a secret shopper 
and urges people to be mind¬ 
ful when seeking employ¬ 
ment in certain areas, 
through certain platforms. 

“I would urge individuals 
to lx 1 careful if they an 1 look 
ing to find employment or 
supplement their income 
through secn't shopping," he 
said. “We’ve had a few peo¬ 
ple in the area Ixx ome vic¬ 
tims of fraud. The scam 
seems credible enough to 
the person doing it. The per¬ 
son thinks oh, perfect, I’ve 
found employment." 

The Better Business 
Bureau (BBB) advises appli¬ 


cants to check the name of 
the business with the BBB, 
and to never |>ay money up 
front. A legitimate mystery 
shopping service will not 
charge money for materials, 
training or recruiting, the 
BBB advises. They also 
advise individuals to lx 1 cau¬ 
tious of any unsolicited 
emails offering “work from 
home." 

Sgt. Jacobson says often¬ 
times, the elderly are easy 
targets for scam artists and 
that the RCMP want to stop 
the victimization of others. 

He luges anyone who may 
have fallen victim to this or 
any other scams to come for¬ 
ward, and to not be embar¬ 
rassed. 

“This person Is not the first 
to fall victim to this type of 
crime," he says. “These peo¬ 
ple are professionals and no 
one should feel any shame 
about coming forward."
